The use of fly hooks smaller than 
number § in size was vigorously con- 
demned, claiming that flies of smaller 
size were responsible for killing more 
Ssh than there are killed by larger 
hooks—-either fly or bait. It was the 
unanimous opinion that hooks smaller 
thun number 8 should not be used and 
even larger size, such as Nos, 6 and 4 
| were reconimended. No official action

‘used, preferring that that matter be 
determined by the State department.

Farm Bureau Notes

Milk--Producing It. 

Though mankind has depended up- 
on the cow for milk for so many cen- 
turies, we have known but little about 
how the cow elaborates feed into milk, 
nor have we made much progress thru 
all the centuries in producing large 
yielding cows until within the memory 
of many who will read this paper. 

At last the bonds of inefficiency 
have been broken by the investigator 
and scientific feeder and breeder, and 
by students of animal nutrition. 

The world has been shown by these 
that we need not be tied to the cow 
that gives 4000 to 8000 pounds of milk 
and 150 pounds of butter fat annually; 
and that we can have the cow that 
gives 600 or 750, or 1000 pounds of 
butter fat in the same time, 

We have but to reach out to take 
her; yet. many, most of us, are actual- 
hy afraid to reach. 

I remember hearing a dairy special- 
ist tell an audience of farmers in the 
court room in Gaylord, about a cow 
that yielded 600 pounds of butter fat 
a yer. 

I could tell you the name of the man 
who, with a snort of wrath yelled, 
“It’s a lie!” 

We have just as many 1000 pound 
tows now as we-had 600 pound cows 
then. 

Indeed, today there are 45 Holsteins 
that have made 1000 pounds or more 
of butter fat in one year by official 
test.

from his pocket. He had a narrow, 
stoping forehead, a prominent nose, 
gray eves anda skin of singular trans- 
pirency, His volee was rich and mel- 
low, but mot strang, Lincoln listened 
with rapt atrention to his talk about 
Democracy, Jt was a memorable 
night. We spoke of it often, Such 
contact with the great spirits of that. 
time, of whieh he studiously availed 
himself in Washington, was of great 
value to rhe statesman from linals. 
His expertences on the floor were in 
no Way important to him, but since 
1914 T have thought often of what he 
said there, regarding Polk’s invasion 
of Mexteo, unauthorized by congress 
as if was: 

“The provision of the Constitution 
giving the war-muaking piower to con- 
gress whs dictated, as T understand It, 
hy the following rensons: Kings had 
always oeen involving and impoverish- 
ing their people In wars, pretending 
generally that the good of the people 
was the object. This our. convention 
understood to be the most oppressive 
of all kingly oppressions and they pra.

STOP ROAD WORK 
PETITIONERS URGE 


QEMAND THAT STATE ISSUE NO 
NEW BONDS FOR ROAD 
BUILDING IN 1922, 


NOT LIKELY TO CHANGE PLANS 


State’s $50,000,000 Road Builldifig Pro- 
gram Was Authorized in Referen- 
dum Vote in 1919 Election. - 


Lansing—Demand that the state 
definitely limit its road building pro- 
gram und issue no new highway bonds 
this year was contained in a petition 
with approximately 100 signatures re- 
ceived by the state administrative 
board Monday, Most of the petition- 
ers were: agriculturists, 

While the state’s 1922 road program 
already has been mapped out and 
there ig scant likelihood that it will 
be changed at this late date, some of- 
ficials found significance in the pett- 
tion as the first tangible expression 
of a growing spirit of dissatisfaction, 
particularly in rural districts, over 
heavy taxes for road construction. 
This dissatisfaction has frequently 
been voiced in meetings of organized 
farmers. 

The state’s $60,000,000 road build- 
ing program wae authorized in a ref- 
erendum vote in April, 1919, when 
wheat was selling for its peak price 
and the farmer's revenue was corres- 
pondingly high. In the campaign for 
the good roads amendment, speakers 
urged that it would be Hmited to $6- 
000,000 in bond tssues annually. 

Then came the Townsend law prof: 
dering federal aid in road building 
on condition that the smaller politi. 
cal sub-division, either the state or 
county contribute its share, After 
the original legislative enabling act 
fixed $5,000,000 Jn one year as the 
limit of good roads bonds, the 1921 
legislature boosted the Hmit to $10,- 
000,000 annually to speed up road 
building and take full advantage of 
the possibilities offered in federal aid, 

This with the soldiers’ $30,000,000 
bonus amendment, has caused the 
stata’s bonded indebtedness to moynt 
rapidly, with a corresponding heavy 
drain on the tax payer to meet {n+ 
terest. Marmera recognize that these 
bonds are a big factor in the amount 
of revenue that must be ratsed for 
state purposes and there can be little 
hope of reduced taxes until there {gs 
a halt in the accumulation of bonded 
debt,

FARM BUREAU NOTES.

(Continued from first page.) 


eross a Shepard dog with a Boston 
terrier, and a hound, and a dasch hund 
and get a splendid dog, ag to think 
you can mix up breeds of cattle as 
we are doing and get a valuable prod- 
uct. With the cow we will get just 
what we did with the dog—a low class 
riongrel. . 

. At the Iowa Experiment Station the 
average of all the records made by 
first generation heifers by a purebred 
Holstein sire shows an increage of 71 
per cent in milk, and 42 per cent in 
butter fat over the record of their 
serub dams. 

On the other hand, elsewhere, a 
scrub cow produced 146.8 pounds of 
butter fat in a year. Her daughter 
sired by a scrub sire, produced 126.3 
pounds, and the grand daughter sired 
by the same scrub produced 99.7 lbs. 

A scrub dairy sire is worse than 
worthless, because he quickly drags 
the remainder of the herd down to his 
low level. 

First generation heifers, bred to 
high class purebred sires, almost in- 
variably show still further increase 
over their mothers, and very marked 
increase over their grandmothers. . 

In that Iowa experiment the second 
generation heifers, when they came 
into lactation averaged an increase of 
194 per cent in milk and 138 per cent 
in fat over their granddams. 

Those gentlemen who are putting 
aff buying a purebred sire should read 
these figures again, and see a lot 
more like them in my office. 

We can’t laugh these things off. 

What would you think of a farmer 
who purposely let his seed corn mil- 
dew, or mixed his clover seed with 
un equal amount of weed seed? He 
jigs in the class with the man whc 
breeds to scrub sires, 

Most of us are hard up. Most of 
us need the money. Most of us, wil 
erdure cold, snow and fatigue to earn 
three or four dollars. 

Yet, most of us throw away, in 
careless breeding of our stock, all we 
earn so hard some other way. 

1 like the gumption of a farmer ir 
this county who is leading his cows 
six miles to a suitable sire. 

A whole day, spent that way if nec- 
essary, is well spent. 


Feed. 

You can’t make scrub stock give 
high-class performance by any trick 
of feeding. Neither can a purebred 
do wel) without high-class feeding. 

We farmers are poor feeders. 

We are misled by thinking that, be- 
cause we grew some feeds, we there- 
fore know how to feed. 

We are poor feeders because we 
lack the protein feeds. and have alsc 
failed to inform ourselves of some of 
the principles of nutrition by which 
all cows change feed into milk. 

What would you think of a railroad 
man who refused to know his time 
‘table, or s sea captain who refused 
to study his navigation charts 

There are thousands of cow owners 
to whom you could not give a copy of 
Henry’s “Feeds and Feeding,” or 
Haecker’s “Feeding Dairy Cows.” or 
Farmer's bulletin 743 “Feeding Dairv 
Cows,” a copy of which is free to Bil 
who ask for it. 

The evenings of a week in winter 
are enough to give a man a good start 
in the principles of feeding. 

Why should not.a man try to know 
nll the kinds of his‘own kind of busi- 
ness? 

A cow puts a certain amount of pro- 
tein into each drop of milk. 

When the available carbohydrates 
in her svstem to go with some more 
milk, if there were protein to go with 
it. : . ; 


- No cow can change an excess of 
.: garbohydrates into the lacking protein 


ey there is no use stuffing her with sleek, purebred, high-yielding cows. 


carbohydrates like corn stalks, marsh | 


‘hay or straw, thinking she can thus; 


make up for shortage of protein in} 
form of bran, middiings, cottonseed 
meal, linseed meal, clovér, alfalfa, 
soy beans or vetch hay, all of which 
are rich in protein, 
git hurts our pocket 
uran for protein. 

When you throw onto the wagon a 
hundred pound. hay cock of alfalfa out 
in your fleld with your pitch fork, you 
have thrown on’ the equivalent of a 
100 pound bay of bran. 

There are eleven pounds of protein 
in each. 

We can grow alfalfa when we want 
to hard enough. ‘ 

The cow, to do her best, needs a 
greater, variety of feed than we gen- 
erally feed. Variety leads her to con. 
sume and assimilate more. 

The size of a calf determined by 
size of sire, dam, and feeding of dam 
before birth of calf. 

The milk capacity of a calf is de- 
termined by its inheritance from sire 
and dam. 

No man, by any combination of feed 
can crowd the cow beyond, her inborr. 
limit to produce. 

Most of us fall far short of crowd- 
ug her to that limit. 

She should be crowded to the limit 
just short of throwing her off her 
feed. 

We need to grow more leguminous 
feeds. They can be grown here. / 

More of us should have silos. If 
they are good for the 26 men who 
now have them, in the county, they 
are good for all. 


Weed. 

Many cows are kept that do not pay 
for the feed they eat. 

Every cow like that eats up the 
profit made by another cow; so, ther: 
are two cows kept for nothing. 

The only way known to man tc 
know how profitable a cow is, Consists 
of the use of account book, milk scales 
and Babcock Tester. 

The man does not live who can tell. 

The present scarcity and high price 
of feed is a blessing. 

It will cause thoughtful people to 
apply the above testa to their cows 
and to weed out those found lacking. 


Test, Don't Guess. 


Over in a prominent dairy region 
in Illinois, Professor Frazer tested 
554 cows. He found 139 in the lot 
that made a profit of only $107 pe: 
year for the whole 139, or, at the rate 
of 77 cents per year per cow. Big 
business!! 

In the same lot he found 139 that, 
together, made a profit of over $4000 
per year; or $31 per cow. 

So much for testing. 

We lock in the tank to see how 
much gasoline we have. We examine 
the water in the radiator. We test 
the air in the tires, if we are fit to 
have an auto; but, we don't test our 
cows, because that would be “book 
farming,” and we must not have any 
of that. Better lug along a cow that 
does not pay. 

Ag was remarked in my office the 
other day: ‘‘A cow-testing association 
would be one of the best things that 
ever struck the county.” 

But, as one man remarked “The 
most hopeless job is to get these far- 
mers to take a good dairy paper and 
to buy a good datry bull.’ 

Right here in “Michigan, in seven 
herds that struck by their testing as- 
acciation the yield was raised fron 
an nverage of 5885 pounds milk and 
281.1 pounds butter fat annually to 
6123.4 pounds, milk and 284.7 pounds 
fat. Profit per cow raised from $22.23 
to $61.08, Test, Don’t Guess,

INCOME TAX FACTS. 


In making out his income tax return 
for 1921, the average taxpayer will 
find a considerable saving in com- 
parison with the amount of tax paid 
on the same income for 1920. 

The exemptions provided by the rev- 
enue act of 1921 are $1,000 for single 
persons (the term including widows, 
widowera, divercees, and persons sep- 
arated from husband and wife by 
mutual agreement) $2,500 for married 
persons whose net income was $5,000 
or Jess, and $2,000 for married persons 
whose net income was $5,000 or more. 
Under the revenue act of 1918 the per- 
sonal exemption allowed a married 
person was $2,000, rezardless of the 
amount of net income. The personal 
exemption allowed a married person 
applies also to the head of a family, 
mian or woman who supports in one 
household one or more relatives by 
blood, marriage or adoption. 

The exemptions for dependents-<a 
person who receives his chief support 
from the taxpayer and who is under 
18 years of age or incapable of self- 
support because mentally or physically 
ie increased from $200 to 
400. 3 

The act requires that a return be 
filed by every single person whose net 
income for 1921 was $1,006 or more, 
every married parson whose net in- 
come was $2,000 ocr more, and by 
every person—singla or married— 
whose gross income was $5,000 or 
more. 

The requirement to file a return of 
gross income of $500 or more re. 
gardless of net income is a new pro- 
viaion, Net Income is gross income 


| hess certain specified deductions for, 


business expenses, losses, bad debts, 
ete., which are fully explained on the; 
forms, 

Returns, must be filed by married 
couples whose combined net income 
for 1521, including that of dependent | 
minor ‘children, equaled or exceeded 
02,000, or if the combined gross in- 
come equaled or exceeded $5,000. 

The period for filing returns is from 
January 1 to March 15, 1922, Heavy 
penalties are provided for failure or 
“willful refusal” to file a return on 
time. 


Forms 1040A for incomes of $5,000 
and less and 1040 for incomes in ex- 
cess of $5,00 may be obtained from 
\ the offices of collectors of internal rev- 
enue and branch offices. The tax may 
be paid in full at the time of filing 
the returns, or in four equal install- 
iments, due on or before March 15, June 
15, September 15, and December 15.

BELONG TO PREHISTORIC DAY 


Bones of Whales Possibly Ten Thou- 
sand Years Old Recently Un- 
earthed on English Farm. 


The skeletons of two whales, dating 


years, were found by two workmen 
on a farm near leterborough, accord. 
ing to the Westuiinster Gazette. Some 
of the teeth and bones were submitted 
to Deetor Garrood of Alconbury hil, 
Huntingdonshire, and he, in company 
with two zoological experts, visited 
the farm and obtained all the bones, 
with the result that one of the whales 
has been. set up. ;
